In the decade during which he 
has practiced medicine here, his 
community counted him a good 
man, a competent doctor and a re­ 
liable citizen. He lived in a pleasant 
house In a pleasant suburb, Candia, 
with his pleasant wife and their 
three pleasant little girls. 
There was nothing much out of 
the ordinary about the doctor on 
the surface, nothing to get excited 
about until last Dec. 2!) when he 
was suddenly charged with the a1* 
leged "mercy killing" of a cancer 
patient. 
Even now. the facts concerning 
the uneventful life of Dr. Sander 
are few and skeletal. 
They are 
really little more than statistics. 
The 41*year*old doctor was born in 
Schenectady. N. Y. Hut his parents. 
Mr. and Mrs. George ll. Sander, 
moved to Manchester when ho was 
a child, and most of his old friends 
find it hard not to think of him as a 
native son. 
Ile attended 
public schools in 
Manchester, where his father was 
a public service official. Like most 
boys who are exposed to the New 
Hampshire climate 
even 
briefly. 
Sander elected to attend Dartmouth 
College. 
Always a brilliant student and 
an ardent skiier. the slim. dark. In* 
tense young man excelled In both 
fields in college. He was graduated 
from Dartmouth with a Fbi Beta 
Kappa key and in his senior year, 
captained the college ski 
team. 
Classmates, who alternately called 
him "Herm” or "Sandy," remember 
him as a better than average mu­ 
sician, too.
